Then he had an *80*x meter one, as the amount of xmechanicalx change in 
a varigap holder is about the same but the xeffect* varies with (and in 
nearly direct proportion to) the crystal freq! (Drat! Doubling to 40 
from 80 gives no more range than just using an 80 variable rock straight 
through. Either way, the range is pretty good when you hit 20!) 

"Varigap" was a generic name. It's correct but misleading: there is 
usually not *xmuchx of an airgap (the crystal's still got to be held 


steady!). The plates will be shaped a bit (or a spacer used) to hold the 
quartz at the edges, and the adjustment usually bears on a spring 

(which can be a part of the plate) when varying this tiny "gap." So one 
can look at it as varying pressure or varying spacing, as they both work 
out to the same thing: it's a tiny space!

> I have seen FT-243s with threaded rod and knob attached... 


"CQ" magazine, 50's or 60s, had an article on this, which addressed the 
various shapes of "springs" (a flat piece of springy metal with a bend in 
it, often omega shape when viewed end-on) used in FT-243 holders worked 
best. Half-round bend, notches in sides and ends of the thing, seemed to 
be best; other types with a "pointier" bend were not as good, but there's 
a couple different sizes of the "half-round" part and the bigger ones were 
better, too. That's from memory; if I have time I will look it up. 
Anyway, the mod consisted of drilling and tapping a 6-32 or 8-23 hole in 
the metal cover, and threading a screw and locknut into it. Don't push 
too hard! Think the author was getting up to 10kc change on 40. 


There are other "VXO" methods--hanging a big trimmer condenser across 
the crystal works over a small range (often nice for tweaking a rock to a 
net freq), and ARRL had a VXO with a series LC circuit in a (sand) 
Colpitts osc[*] in Handbooks through the '80s; range isn't as much as the 
purpose-built varigap rocks (10-15kc on 15m, 10-12 on 20m, 8-10 on 40, 3-5 
on 80) but the method should be easily adapted to tubes and wouldn't 
require machine work or hunting for the exact right spring! (You do have 
to change the LC from band to band--multipin coil forms and some ingenuity 
should do the trick). 


*"A VXO-Controlled Transmitter for 3.1 to 21 MHz," 1985 ARRL Handbook 
(62nd ed), pp 30-24 - 30-26. Seen it in older editions as well, and as 
late as 1988 (pp 30-43 - 30-45, better schematic).

It will be in a yellow 
plastic box with 20 compartments (pretty specific eh?). 


Find a few springs in that collection, pluck down a buck, and go experiment. 
The spring needs sufficient to hold the coupler bound tight while 


tuning the rig in the opposite direction from that in which the 
coupler is naturally engaged. You will get the picture when you try the 


various springs.

A while ago on rec.antiques.radio+phono a fellwo who had access to an 
environmental chamber for accelerated aging tests did some very interesting 
research on cleaning plated metal surfaces such as BA chassis. 


To make a long story short, if you clean with any kind of water soluble 
cleaner--Windex, ammonia, various househoild cleaners--you will accelerate 
subsequent corrosion unless you very thoroughly and completely rinse the 


piece with first water and then distilled water as your last step. He used 
electrical box covers for his test pieces, and the differences were 
dramatic. Cleaning agent residues are toxic to BAs! 


I doubt that Armor-all and WD40 do this, but they have other downsides, as 
has been pointed out.

Yesterday I finished a xtal set that I had started some months ago. 
I call it a "high performance" set. It has 2 coils. The main coil 
is on a 2 1/2 inch piece of PVC. It has a few turns for the antenna 
input, a winding that is tuned with a standard BC variable cap, and 
a detector winding. Pretty standard circuit. The other coil is on 

a piece of 2 inch PVC (just what I happened to have) and is in 
series with a second variable cap and the antenna winding of the 
main coil. This coil tunes the antenna circuit to resonance and 
really halps the selectivity as well as increasing the sensitivity. 


My detector is a pair of germanium diodes in a voltage doubler 
circuit. This also improves output level. I also live near 
Chicago and the big 50KW stations Leon mentioned come in so well 
I can hear the "cans" across the room (Baldwins, of course). 

A speaker with a 600 ohm xfmr even provides usable volume. 

Have not tried a better match to a speaker yet.

believe the answer to "why silver plate" lies in the characteristic of 
Silver oxide vs. copper oxide. And an oxide layer always forms, no matter 
whether you use copper or silver. 


If you use silver plate, a silver oxide layer forms. The silver oxide 
layer will be very thin and very high resistivity - Therefore will not 
contribute appreciably to RF circuit losses. On the other hand, if you use 
copper, copper oxide forms on the surface. Copper oxide is a lossy 
material (not high resistivity) and increases RF circuit loss. This is why 
silver is preferred even though it is a little higher in bulk resistance.

I just tried my Ranger 2 again tonight and it has a problem with the VFO. If 
anyone on the list can help, it would be appreciated. The problem is as 
follows. When the XTAL/VFO switch is in the VFO position, the VFO seems be 
oscillating very roughly even with the key up. The keying is OK and the 
keyed signal is clean but in the receiver I hear a very rough, raspy, 
wideband (20 - 30 kc wide) signal. I removed the 2 6CL6 tubes and the 6146 
and coupled the receiver to the VFO via a short length of wire. When I put 
the wire near the output components of the VFO, the buzz in the receiver 
becomes stronger. 

Before I start tearing the VFO apart, I wonder if anyone has had this 
problem, or has any ideas as to what the cause may be. New tubes in the VFO 
do not cure the buzz. Could the problem be a bad bypass capacitor? 

I always seem to get the strangest problems with my Johnson rigs.

The 4 Metal racks look great and today was the day I had to load all the 
boatanchors into them.The first 2 radios went in real easy. I held the 
Collins 51S-1 and the Nems Clarke VHF Receiver in the rack while my 12 year 
old son put the screws in for me. These were no problem. The next radio was 


a Hallicrafters SX-28A..... and that baby was a little heavier!! I managed to 
hold it until the screws were in..... but it was a chore.

Rob, it's much -much- safer to use angle stock bolted into 
the racks to take the weight of the radios. Then the 
screws just hold them in place. I bought several sets of 
slides from fair radio for 9 bucks each. This way you 

just place the rear of the radio on the angle stock and 
slide it in. The only tricky part is getting the angle 

at the right height so that the screws in the radio 
faceplate line up with the holes in the rack. But this 

is done without holding up a hundred pound radio. 

You can buy angle stock with pre-drilled holes at most 

any hardware store. The roll out slides are super nice 
-but- remember about the weight of the top radios when 

you roll them out. The back of the rack should be firmly 
fastened to the wall just like a water heater in earthquake 
country. I use a chain on each side of my double wide rack 
fastened to some lag bolts in the wall studs.

I totally agree with this method. Just using screws, the bottom screws 
in particular, have a LOT of outward pressure on them - probably why 
that one screw of yours shot out like a rocket. The shorter the panel 
is the worse this condition is - in other words - a 7 inch panel with 
a 50 lb chassis 15 inches deep is much worse than a 11 inch panel 
Supporting the same chassis.

Hi Ben and others, 


This is a common problem: you have a great transformer scrounged from an 
old Tek scope. You can read the schematic to get the voltages of the 
windings or you can just measure them. The current rating is another problem. 


Tek never published the winding current ratings in the manuals because they 
never anticipated people would want to use their old transformers in other 
projects. The transformer winding current information was filed carefully 
at Tektronix, of course, but never made available to customers. There is a 
guy who was able to get some of that information and he might share it with 
you but I have no idea if he charges for it or how much. I would guess 
postage plus copy charges plus a little more for his trouble.

A.B. Bonds mentioned using car polish on smooth finishes, and I 

second his comment. Since I mostly collect Vibroplex bugs, I've 
accumulated several with the japanned base (a 1912 being the oldest) and 
have found that Mother's California Gold is great for gently repolishing 
and adding a nice shine, even to finishes dulled from decades of use and 
abuse, and xwithout* removing any of the remaining gold pinstriping. 


Good cleaning is the key, of course, just as with wrinkle finishes, 
and I use the same technique on both: a gentle dishwashing liquid and 
soft toothbrush. If it takes three or five or ten gentle washings to 
clean it, so be it. Better that than eating away the finish with 
stronger stuff (ammonia will dissolve japanning, for example). After 
that and thorough drying with a small hairdryer on "LOW" setting, a 
couple of applications of MCG (on japanned finishes) or an application of 
Tannery (on wrinkle finishes) will restore some life to the appearance. 


After using MCG a japanned bug can be reassembled immediately. 
After using Tannery, I let a wrinkle bug sit for a day or two, then wipe 
down well with soft cotton cloth (100% cotton T-shirts are the best) 
prior to reassembly to ensure that no excess residue remains. 


Seldom do these items look "new" after these processes, but they do 
look "cared for." I'm don't like artificially-shiney BAs, bugs, etc., 
but I do like to try and restore something of the original look, and 
these techniques seem to work. 

Your mileage, etc.......

I have just returned from another "Radio Safari". I have two items 
that may be of interest 


1. WWII German Luftwaffe HF receiver. I do not know the model, as I do 
not read German. The receiver is in amazingly good condition on the 
inside. The outside looks about average for something that old. It ran 


from 2 VDC and 90 VDC. There is a power connector and cable with it. 
Apparently there was originally a battery box the same size as the 
receiver that snapped to the receiver.
